There is 8 less Unani- 
mity of opinion concerning the 
probable selection for Secretary of 
State. There are four men of con- 

icvous ability under considera- 
tion at Marion for this post. They 
are Senator Knox of Pennsylvania, 
Charles Evans Hughes, David Jayne 
Hill, former Ambassador to Ger-“ 
many. and former Senator George!“ 
Sutherland of Utah. All of these 
men hold views on the League of 
Nations question acceptable to the 
President-elect. 

It is generally believed that the 
first choice of Harding is eithér 
Senator Knox or Hughes and the 
most reliable information available 
is that the Presidentelect 
reached no final decision. Hughes 
ie one of the big men of the coun- 
try. Harding wants to identify him 
with the government in some capac- 
itty, and if Hughes should decline to 
enter the Cabinet is not unlikely 
he would be appointed Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court in the event 
of a ¥ in that office during 
the H regime. Chief Justice 
White is to contemplate retire- 
ment within the next year. 

Bilthu Root is no longer listed 
among those being considered for 
Secretary of State, although he is 
regarded as an active candidate. 
The reason is that Harding and 
Root differ on the League of Nations 
question. Root might be appointed 
an American member of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice. 

HOOVER LIKELY. 

Herbert Hoover is believed a sure 
selection for the Cabinet, despite 
the opposition of some of Harding's 
closest friends. He may be either} 
Secretary of the Interior or Secre- 
tary of Labor. Henry Wallace of 
Iowa is regarded as the most prob- 
able selection for Secretary of Agri- 
culture.
